zreat Fire from the Town, but with ſo little Effect, that we loſt 
only Three Men.

The 23d the Trenches were relieved by Lieutenant-General Petren- 


Ar and Major-General Sacken and Soble, with Ten Imperial Batta-

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lions and 1060 Workmen at each Attack. The Parallel was con: 
derably extended both on the Right and Left, and a large Redoujr 
made againſt” the Porte de Magdalame : A New Parallel was likewiſe 
advanced on the Right, with a Communication of 360 Pacès, and 
in the Centre a Battery was begun for 50 Faces of Cannon againſt 
the Baſtion on the Right of the Porte de Magdalaine, This Night 
Lieutenant General Perrendorff miſſing his Way between the Two At- 
tacks was taken Priſoner, and carried into the Town. Our Loſs hither.

The 24th Lieutenant-General Sparr relieved the Trenches, with | 


Major-General Collyer, Brigadier Waſſenaer and Keppel and Five Bat. 
tallons at each Attack. About Nine at Night a Diſpoſition was made 
to attack a Houſe the Enemy were poſſeſs d of on our Right; but 
finding it was encompaſsd with a broad and deep Ditch, it was 
thought more expedient to cut it off with the Parallel, which was 
advanced ſo near by Midnight, that the Captain who commanded and 
80 of the Enemy retired into the Town, leaving only a Serjeant and 
20 Men, who retired likewiſe at Break of Day. Ar Ten at Night 
out Men attack'd a Chapel on the Left, where the Enemy had ta- 
ken Poſt, and carry'd it in leſs than an Hour: The Two Captains 
who were in it were kill'd, with a Lieutenant and 30 Men; the 
reſt, being Three Subaltern Officers and 96 Grenadiers, were made 
Priſoners. This Night a New Communication of about 380 Paces 


was advanced on the Right, and a ſmall Battery of Four Six-pounders 


raiſed, to beat the Enemy out of a Redoubt in the Ixundation on that 
Side. On the Left we advanced a New Communication of 600' Paces, 
which took in the Chapel our Men attack d. The kill'd and wound- 
ed of theſe 24 Hours amount to about 80, among the former was 3 
Lieutenant of tne Artillery, and of the latter a Captain of Foot. 


Tbe 25th the Trenches were reliev'd by the Prince of Hol ſtein- Beck, 
Lieutenant- General, Major-General Zoutlandt, Sir Richard "Temple, 
and Monſ. -Boifer, Brigadiers, with Five Battalions and 1000. Work- 
men at each Attack, and 800 Workmen for the Batteries. As out 
Workmen were advancing a Parallel on the Right Way near the Ene- 
mies Works, in orders to join it with the Deule, they ſet Fire to a 
Windmill, in which they had put a great Quantity of Combu- 
ſtible Matter, by the Light of which they diſcover'd our Men, 
and obliged us to defer Working for Two or Three Hours. One 
of our Engineers and a Lieutenant were wounded, with between 30 
and 40 Men. | 
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The 26th Lieutenant- General Sparr mounted the Trenches, With 
Major-(zeneral Collyer, Brigadiers aſſenaer and du Troſſel, with Five 
Battal ions for each Attack. About Seven in the Evening the Enemy 
made a Salley by the Porte de Magdalaine upon our Workmen at the 
Chapel de Magdalaine, whom they put at firſt into ſome Diſorder: 
but the Troops appointed to ſuſtain them coming to. their Relief, and 
ſeveral of the Battalions filing out of the Trenches to receive them, 
the Enemy 'endeavour'd to make an orderly Retreat; but the Fire of 
our Battalions put them into great Confuſion, and kill'd ſeveral of 
their Men. Of our Troops that ſuſtain'd them, Capt. Maure of the 
Dutch Guards was wounded, and a Lieutenant of the Artillery kill'd, 
on this Oecaſion, and Ten private Men kill'd and wounded. At Break 
of Day the Beſieged ſent out a Trumpet to enquire for a Captain

that was miſting, who is ſuppoſed to be thrown in among the Faſ- 


cines. This Night the Parallel on the Right Way extended on the 
Left to the Deule, and on the Right within a 150 Paces of the 
Coverd-way of the Hornwork, near the Porte de St. Andre. On 
the Left the Parallel was extended within 200 Paces of the Horn- 
work of the Porte de Magdalaine, and à Breach of 200 Paces ad- 
vanced from the Centre. The kill'd and wounded during the laſt 
24 Hours amount not to 25. | . 


The 27th, early in the Morning, 44 Pieces of Cannon began to fire 
from the grand Battery in the Centre, together with Two other Bat- 
teries, one of Thirteen, and another of Eleven Pieces, to batter in 
Breach the Faces of the Two Baſtions, between the Hornworks of 
Porte de Magdalaine and Porte St. Andre. At the ſame time a Battery 


of Twelve Mortars and Eight Hawitzers began to play from the 


Chapel de Magdalaine. The Enemy give out they are reſolved to 
attempt the Relief of the Place, and on Saturday the 25th the Duke 
of Berwick march'd with his Army irom Montagne to Boſſe, be- 
tween Conde and Mons, where they halted the 26th and 27th, and are 
march'd this Morning by Mons towards Soignies. This Day the 
Trenches were reliev'd by Lieutenant General ile, Major General 
Veckenback and Volkerſhoven, with Ten Imperial Battalions for the 
Two Attacks. A Second Parallel was carried on from the Centre ot 
the Attack within 80 Paces of the Cover'd-way, and a Sap began 
on the Right with about 120 Gabions. We had 28 private Men 
kill'd and wounded upon this Day's Duty. E 


The 28th we attack'd a Mill on the Right, which the Enemy had 
Intrench'd, and carried it with the Loſs of a Major and Captain 
kill'd, and about 50 private —_ kill'd and wounded*: But as we

The 29th the Trenches were reliev'd by the Prince of Holſtein. 
Beck, Lieutenant-General, Major-General Zoutlandt, and Brigadiers 
Boiſet and Keppel, with Five Battalions and 600 Workmen at each 
Attack, and 400 for the Batteries. Our Works approaching the Mill 


that we attack'd the Night before, the Enemy fer Fire to it, and re. 


tired. A new Parallel was begun from the Deule, and carried on 

within 80 Paces of the Cover d-way of the Horntwor on the Right. 
We likewiſe began Two new Batteries in the Centre of the Attack, 
one for Ten, the other for Nine Pieces of Cannon, to ruin the De- 
ſences, the Breaches appearing very large and low. 


Auguſt the 3 iſt the Prince of Holſtein- Bech teliev d the Trenches, 
with Major-General Zoutlandt, Brigadier Waſſenaer and Keppel, and 
Five Battalions for each Attack. The Light of the Moon hindred 
our Men from making the intended Progreſs in our Works; how- 
ever the Parallels both on the Right and Left were conſiderably ex- 
tended, One of our Engineers was kill'd, and Colonel Richteren 
wounded, and we had near 60 private Men kill'd and wounded. 


September the iſt the Trenches were relieved by Ligutenant-General 
WWilke, Major-Generals Volkerſtoven and Vickenback, with Six Batta- 
lions on the Left, and Four on the Right. A Sap was carried on from 
the Parallel on the Right within 50 Paces of the Cover d-way, and 
a new Battery made for Eight Mortars, within 150 Paces of the 
Palliſadoes. The Batteries of Cannon for roving: the Defences both 
on the Right and Left were likewiſe finiſhed. The Enemy made a 
great Fire from the Town all Night, which on the Right kill'd us only 
One Man, and wounded Ten; on the Left we had Two Men kill'd, 
and 30 wounded. 


The ad 2 Dem. Sap was likewiſe begun, and carried on within 


39 Faces of the Counterſcarp. We had this Night Two Men killd 
on the Right, and 10 wounded; and un the Left One Man kill'd, 
and 14 wounded. = . 


The 3d the Trenches were reliev'd by Lieutenant - General $ arr, 
Major-General Co/lyer, Sir Richard Temple, and Monſ. Boiſet, Briga- 


diers, with Four Battalions on the Right, and Six on the Left, The 


Sap was carried on in Three different Places on the Right. About 
Four in the Morning our Men began to throw Hand-Grenadoes *

mer by a dropping Shot, and the other by a piece of Bomb- 
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The 5th the Trenches were reliev'd by Lieutenant-General Sparr, 
Major-General Colyer, Brigadiers Keppel and Boiſſet, with Four Batta- 
lions on the Right, and Six on the Left. The Miners were em loy'd. 
theſe 24 Hours in the Mine the Night before on the Right, and egan 
another on the Left, in order to blow up the Saliant Angles of the. 
Counterſcarp at both Attacks. Two Saps were likewiſe 2dvanc'd to- 
wards the Breaches of about 100 Paceseach. We had Two. Men

The 6th Lieutenant-General Arzbem reliev'd the Trenches, wit 
Majors-General Veckenback and Volker/ſhoven, and 10 Battalions for the 
Two Attacks. The Saps were continued towards the Two Breaches, 
and all Things prepar'd for the Attack of the Cover d-way. We had an 
Engineer kill d, and another wounded, and about 20 private Men kills - 
and wounded. f e |

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On Friday the 7th the Diſpoſition was made for attacking the Coun- 
terſcar p. Lieutenant- General Vile, with the Majors-General Sable 
and Sacken, who commanded the Trenches, and Brigadier Sabin, who 
was detachd with 2500 Men from the Army, commanded by the... 
Duke of Marlborough, were appointed for this Service, and had for 
the Attack on the Right 80g Grenadiers, and as many Fufileers to ſu- 
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main them ; and for the Left 1600 Grenadiers, with the like Number 
of Suſtainers, and 2000 Workmen, and 60 Carpenters at each Attack! 
the whole ſuſtain'd by the 10. Battalions, which mounted the Trenches. 
About Seven in the Evening the Signal was given by Three Pie. 
ces of Cannon from the. great. Battery, and the Grenadiers imme- 
diately march'd out of the Trenches, under cover of a continual ' Fire 
of all our Batteries; they ſoon oblig'd the Enemy to. retire from the 
Palliſadoes; but the great Fire they made afterwards from the Ram- 
parts, and Three Mines which they Sprung, kill'd and wounded. us 4 
great Number of Men, and ſeveral Engineers; but it cou'd not hinder” 
us from making Three good Lodgtnents, one on each Hornworſ, and 
one on the Saliant Angle of the Counterguard, the Communication 
towards the Breaches were likewiſe conſiderably advanc'd. 2 


The Sth the Trenches were reliev'd by the Prince of Holſtein. 
Beck, Major-General: Zoutland, Sir Richard Temple, and Monſ. de 
Troſſel, Brigad iers, with Four Battalions on the Right, and Six on the 
Left. The Sap was conſiderably advanc'd, both on the Right and Left, 
and Two Batteries, of Three Pieces of Cannon each, rais'd to batter. 
in Breach, one againft the Face of the Hornwork on the Right, and 
the other againſt the Faces of the Counterguards.. A Lodgment was 
likewiſe made in the Cover'd-way of the Horawork on the Right, with 
the Loſs of a Captain kill'd, and a Lieutenant wounded, and about 50 
private Men kill'd and wounded. 1 3 


The 9th. in the Morning the Two Batteries which were finiſh'd the 
Night before began to Eire, and the Enemy threw a great many 
Bombs into the Sap and Lodgments, but did us very little Hurt. In 
the Evening the Trenches were reliev'd by Lieutenant-General Sparr, 
Major General Collyer, Brigadiers Waſſenaer and Keppel, with the Five 
Battal ions on the Right, and Seven on the Left. The Enemy made a 
{mall Salley towards the middle of the Attack, but were immediately 
tepuls'd ; the Battalion which purſued them kill'd ſeveral, and re- 
ceived the Fire of the Cover'd-way, and had about 50 Men kill'd 
and wounded. The Lodgment of the Covered-way of the Counter- 
guard was carried on about 100 Paces, and the Sap conſiderably ad- 
vanc'd, both on the Right and Left. | 
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September the 10th Lieutenant-General Sparr continued in the 

"Trenches, and the Relief was brought on by Major-General Zoutland, 
and Sir Richard Temple, and Monſ. Boiſſet, Brigadiers, being Five 
Battalions for the Right, and Six for the Left. A Major, with 300 
Grenadiers, was otder' to attack the Place of Arms torm'd 92

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Cover'd-way ef the Counterguard, and that of the Body of the : 


Place, oppoſite to the Breach, which was perform'd with good Suc- 
ceſs ; but as our Men were beginning to make a Lodgment, the Enemy 
came upon them with a much Superior Force, and oblig'd them to 
retire, having kill'd the Major, wounded the Two Captains,” a Lieu- 
tenant, and ſeveral of the Men who cover'd the Retreat of the Work- 
men. We advanced the Sap conſiderably along the Cover d- way, op- 
polite to the Breach, and made a good Lodgment in the Cover'd-way, 
along the Side of the Counterguard, and another Lodgment in the 
Cover'd-way of the Hornworꝶ, on the Left. On the Right the Saps 
were ad vanc'd within 10 Paces of the Cover'd-way of the Grand 
Breach. A new Battery was likewiſe begun, in order to ruin the 
Flank of the Broken face of the Horawork on the Right; in theſe 
Works we had 10 Men kill'd and wounded. 


The 11th in the Morning the Mortar Battery on the Counterſcarp, 
in the Front of the Counterguard, began to play. In the Evening the 
Trenches were reliev'd by Lieutenant-General Arnam, Majors: General 
Velkerſhoven and. Vickenback, with Five Battalions for each Attack. 
Major -General: Vo/&er/ſhoven in going, into the Trenches received a 
ſlighr Wound in the Breaſt. The Enemy made a ſmall Salley on the 
Right, but were immediately repuls c. © 


The 22th, about Nine in the Morning, while the Enemy were play- 
ing their Batteries againſt the Village of Extires, with much greater 
Warmth than they had done before, the Beſieged came out of the 


Town in great Numbers, with Four Colours, and attacked the 


Trenches on the Left in Six different Places, having at the ſame time 
another Body of Troops in the Cover'd-way ready to ſuſtain them; 


but before:they-cou'd do any other Damage than the overturning Five 


or Six Gabions, they were engag'd by the next Battalions in the 
Trenches, and oblig'd to Retreat in great Diſorder, having had above 
60 Men kilbd, and among them ſeveral Officers, which they drew 


after them into their Works; on our Side 14 Men were kill'd, and 


near 30 wounded: Lieutenant- General Arnam continued this Night 
in the Trenches, which were reliev'd by Major-General Sob/e, with 10 
Imperial Battalions; the Saps both on the Right and Left were conſi- 


derably advancd, and the Lodgment in the Cover d-way of the 


Hornwork on the Right repair'd and enlargd, having been ſome- 
what damaged by the Enemies Bombs. On the Right we had

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The x3th the Trenches were reliev'd by the Prince of Ho!ftery. 
Beck, Major-General Collyer, Brigadiers Waſſenzer and du Trap, 
with Four Battalions for the Right, and Six for the Left.

The 14th Orders were given for preparing a great Number of 
Feſcines, with Stones in them, for filling up the Fyſfe's of the Coun: 

In the Night we made 
the Deſcent of the Fofſe's.of the Counterguard on the Right, and broke 
through the Wall. The Sap before the Grand Breaches were ad- 
vanc'd, and the Miners ſet to Work, in order to break into the Place 
of Arms, between the Horntorꝶ and Rave/in on the Right, and we 
finiſh'd a Counter-Battery againſt the ſaid Hornworæ. On the Left the 
Miners began an Entrance into the Cover'd-way before the Grand 
Breach, and prepar'd a Mine to blow up the Wall of the Ee, before 
the Face of the Counterguard, and a new Communication was made 
on the Grand Lodgment before the Two Cornrerguards. + 


The 15th the Trenches were relieved by Lieutenant-General Sparr, 
Major-General Veckenback, and 3 Boiſſer, with Five Batralions 
on the Right, and Seven on the Left. The Mine in the Counterſcarp 
before the Breach of the Counterguard was Sprung with good Succeſs, 


throwing good Part of the Wall, and a great de#l of the Barth, into 


the Foſſe. We began likewiſe to fill the Foſſe of the Commerguard 
on the Right, oppoſite to the Breach, with the Faſcines and

The 16th the Trenches were relievd by Lieutenant Genetal 
Arnan, Major-General Sacten, and Brigadier Temple, with Five Bat- 
talions on the Right, and Seven on the Left. In the Evening One of 
the Enemies Bombs fell into the Sap oppoſite to the Breach of the 
Counterguard on the Left, which kill d us Nine Men; they likewife 
burnt us ſeveral Faſcines that were laid for pafſing the Foſſe of the 
Counterguard on the Right. Our Works wete nevertheleſs very well 
advanced towards making a Lodgment on each of the *

Beſides this Capitulation, there is another of 74 Articles betwixt the 
Deputies of the States of Holland and the Town and Chatellany of Liſſe; 
the Chief of which are, That the Popiſh Religion ſhall be preſerv'd there; 
but when there are Proteſtants in Garriſon, they ſhall be allow'd Places for 
their Worſhip 3 that the Council of Trent ſhall be obſerv'd there as before 
1667 ; but their Propoſal that the Governour of the Town ſhall always be a 
Papiſt was rejected. As to what relates to Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, Secular 
Offices, their Impoſts, Liberties and Priviledges, they are to be on the ſame - 
Foot as before the Town was taken by the French, They are allow'd to ſend 
their Children to Study in French Univerſities in time of Peace, and their 
Exchange and Town- Houſe are to be left entirely to their own Uſe, and their 
Cannon, Ammunition and Arſenal the like, except the Soveraign will pay 
for em. Their preſent Magiſtrates are to continue till November 1. The 
Sovereign is to Swear, as uſual, to preſerve their Priviledges, and they are 
promiſed Encouragement as ade Trade.
